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 On December 10, 2012, Chicago Mercantile Exchange Inc. (“CME”) filed with the 

Securities and Exchange Commission (“Commission”), pursuant to Section 19(b)(1) of the 

Securities Exchange Act of 19341 and Rule 19b-4 thereunder,2 a proposed rule change to make 

adjustments to the liquidity risk factor component of its credit default swap (“CDS”) margin 

model.  The proposed rule change would permit CME to use an index portfolio’s market risk 

rather than its gross notional as the basis for determining the margins associated with the 

liquidity risk factor of CME’s CDS margin methodology.  Notice of the proposed rule change 

was published in the Federal Register on December 31, 2012.3  The Commission did not receive 

comments on the proposal.
